Washington. Dec 23. — Commander 
John H. Shipley, commanding officer 
of the cruiser Des Moines and the sen­ 
ior naval officer at Bluefield*, has 
made a report to the navy department 
of the disastrous defeat of the Zelaya 
forces 
near 
Kama. 
The 
govern­ 
ment troops. Commander Shipley said 
had been defeated and had surren­ 
dered. The losses during the two 
days’ battle on both sides, he added, 
had been about 600 men killed and 
wounded, 
He estimated that the gov­ 
ernment troops lost 2,600 men killed, 
wounded and captured. 
The wounded 
were taken to Blueflelds. where Com­ 
mander Shipley established a tempora­ 
ry hospital for them. 
Commander 
Shipley is prepared to land a force of 
about 300 men In case of emergency, 
but no force has been landed yet. 
Thomas P. Moffatt, the American 
consul at Blueflelds, has also sent a 
dispatch to the state department con­ 
firming the report of the battle. 
The success of Estrada's army at 
Rama has rendered it unnecessary for 
the navy department to order the ma­ 
rine detachment of 700 men on board 
the transport Prairie to Blueflelds. 
The Prairie arrived at Colon yester­ 
day. Its marines will go into camp at 
Camp Eliott at Basobispo. 
The Prai­ 
rie wHi remain at Colon to transport 
them to Blueflelds in vase such action 
is later found necessary. 
It is also said that as soon as the 
revolutionary forces are recruited and 
the ammunition on the way from New 
Orleans is received, Estrada will begin 
his march on Managua, the capital. 
This will be by way of Greytowu and 
boat on the San Juan river, through 
which it is expected to reach Lake Nic­ 
aragua and Managua. 
The expedition 
will be about 4,000 strong and will in­ 
clude a mimer of American volunteers.

If you are Interested in the Panam a canal and care to know at a glance 
just how much digging there is to be done before the land is divided and 
the world united; how’ much digging has been done and the relation of the 
enfin- work to present accomplishment, you may avail yourself of the oppor­ 
tunity right here, writes II. B, Chamberlain in the Chicago Record-!braid. 
The progress chart tells the story graphically and has been prepared 
from the latest data of the Isthmian Canal Commission by Isham Randolph, 
one of the commission of engineers accompanying Mr. Taft to the isthmus 
to report on the work. 
The progress chart indicates the amount of work 
performed up to and including the last day of August. 
The grand total of 
canal excavation performed during that month was 2,755,I TS cubic yards, 
which is 88,082 cubic yards less than the total for July, and 1.125,159 less 
than the highest record, that of March of this year. 
It is interesting to note 
that the record was made in the month following the visit of Mr Taft and 
the engineers. 
Of the earth removed during August 2,702,835 cubic yards were charged 
to “work" excavation and 52,242 to “plant.” 
The amount removed from the 
canal prism was 2,650,980 cubic yards. 
There were taken out by steam 
shovels 1,604,871, by dredges 1,046,109 cubic yards. 
“W ork” excavation means excavation actually made for one of the con­ 
stituent parts of the canal, such as prism, diversions or locks—that is, it 
represents material taken from the area to be occupied by the canal and 
constitutes excavation useful for the completed canal. 
“Plant” excavation 
indicates excavation outside of any of the constituent parts of the canal. 
It includes material necessary to be excavated for construction purposes 
only, and is chargeable against the particular plant item for which it is per­ 
formed.

Jacksonville, IU., Dec, 23.—The ef­ 
forts of the authorities are being di 
reefed to caring for the unfortunate 
maniacs who wa re driven into the cold 
in their nightclothes during tin* height 
of the blaze w hen one wing of the 
Central Illinois hospital tor the Insane 
practically 
burned 
to 
the 
ground. 
None was kl!L el or Injured in the wild 
panic following the start of the flames, 
but it Is feared that some of th** w« ak 
e t inmates may lie seriously affected 
by their exposure 
It was only the cool work of the of­ 
ficers of tho institution and firemen 
that prevented a large loss of life. 
Tile tire started in the north wing of 
the building, where the women in­ 
mates are sheltered, 
It is supposed 


to have resulted from defective wiring. 
When the firemen and officials of 
the institution reached the institution 
1 the watchers were struggling with the 
excited Inmates, endeavoring to pre­ 
vent them from Jumping out of the 
windows or fleeing into the night, 
scantily clad.

j taken to places of shelter, hut not be* 
j fore several endeavored to escape and 
had to be forcibly restrained.

ant .who grahhtd her after she had got 
bark into the building 
Meanwhile, attendants in the other 
wings -if the building had difficulty in 
restraining he inmates there, who had 
become wildly excited at th** sight of 
flames and smoke.
